Chinese alone; but there is not one for 
Europeans alone. Shanghai, as Dr. Hoars 


’ pointed “out, bas an excellent: school for 


-ports in the East already have. 
the -growth of Hongkong and the large 


Europeans. So has Singapore; so have 
‘Tientsin and Chefoo, te mention no others. 
Here in u British colony there is no‘such 
institution. British and other “ Eurépean 
parents huve a real grievance. Thuse who 
do not wish their children to be educated 
side’ by side with natives should certainly 
enjoy the same. privilege which their 
countrymen living in other and smaller 
With 


inevease in the number of European children 
who spend their schooldays here, the sub- 
ject is becoming an urgent one and calls for 
the attention. of the Government. Without 
in tendiug any slight to existing educational 
institutions, we cannot reg the present: 


- facilities for higher instruction as adequate, 


nor look on. the: finished products of our 
schools as reathing as high an average as 


“they might. If tho opinions of British 


‘and other European parents whose children 
have been educated in thie Colony’ were to 
be consulted it would, wa feel certain, be 
found that they are not satisfied with the 
results of present conditions, 


But, it may| wore come hundred others. 


Chinese and Eurasian boys carry off so 
many prizea? If the European boys are 
capable of reaching a-higher standard, why 


14 do they not generally take the lending places 


in their class? An explanation which we 
have heard strongly supported is that the 
English boys at least takedittle interest in 
their schools and are anxious only to get 
through ‘tteir school-courss as soon and 
with aalittle effort as possible... The esprit 
dle corpa, in fact, which is eo great an element 
in the success of a school, does not exist. 
We should be glad, were it possible, to 

know what the masters ‘of our : leading 


local schools think on the eubject. Obvi-”

tion of the much needed inter-coreuic canal 
through the Central American Isthinus. 

As finally mtified by. the Senate tho tresty 
departs from tho original document in but three 
partienlars, It abrogates the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty of half a century ago and amends tio pro- 
posed convention eo asx to make the United. 
States practically tho judge as to whether the 
canal shall be noutral when the United states 
isinvoly.d in wir. The provision that other 
maritime powers should ‘be asked to ratify the 
treaty was struck out. Aga result, Great Bri-. 
tain and-the United States are the only powers 
whieh aro formally recognised as having any 
rights in the management of the waterway. 
Notwithstanding the agitation of the English
